Russia

“huge armaments,” as arc

The existence

gressive policies are 
responsible 
for world tension and for the need 
of the Western nations to build 
up their own forces. 
However, the notes continued, 
in previous exchanges Russia ad­ 
mitted that a number of questions 
other than Germany

talked about. The Kremlin speci- 
ficially drew attention

The notes said the West there­ 
fore “assumes that the Soviet gov­ 
ernment does not object to the 
representatives of the four gov­ 
ernments” preparing for a future 
big four foreign ministers meet­ 
ing a program "which will cover 
the causes of tension in Europe, 
including the existing level of ar­ 
maments; problems affecting Ger­ 
many; the Austrian peace treaty.” 
Unwilling To Agree 
If Russia agrees with the basis 
thus outlined for a 
meeting 
in 
Baris, tin* U. S. suggested that the 
meeting be held on March 5. 
If 
the Russians are willing to go 
^through with the session on the 
conditions specified, all they have 
to do is send word to 
London, 
Baris and Washington that their 
delegation will be on hand. They 
would thus agree to discuss the 
arms race 
without 
specifically 
having to say so. 
But in view of Russia’s unwill­ 
ingness to agree to this subject 
in previous exchanges of 
notes 
and of Premier Stalin’s 
attack 
last week on British Prime Min­ 
ister Attice for depicting Russia 
as a vast military power, authori­ 
ties regard it as entirely possible 
Moscow will turn thumbs down 
on the whole project.

Sessions Proposed 
LANSING — (/P)—The Michi­ 
gan legislature has ordered three 
constitutional amendments placed 
on the April 2 election ballot. 
They w'ould provide: 
1—Annual sessions of the leg­ 
islature. 
2—A $500 death benefit to the 
nearest relative of Michigan ser­ 
vicemen who die in military serv­ 
ice during the Korean war. 
3—Immediate $3,000 annual pay 
raises for six state supreme court 
justices. 
House Meets Deadline 
The line-up of proposals was 
decided yesterday, the deadline, 
by house action. 
In yesterday's last-minute ac­ 
tion, 
the 
house 
approved 
the 
amendment for justices’ salaries, 
but refused to 
approve 
another 
amendment which 
would 
have 
forbidden legislative seats to any­ 
one who had ever been convicted 
of a felony. 
The action followed the deci­ 
sion of a Republican caucus held 
before the session. 
The 
present constitution pro­ 
vides for sessions of the legisla­ 
ture only every two years. 
This 
provision would be supplanted if 
the voters approve the first pro­ 
posal. 
The 
legislature 
actually 
has 
been meeting annually for many 
years, but the sessions in even- 
numbered years had to be called 
as special session by the gover­ 
nor. 
The legislature is limited, 
however, to consider in special 
sessions only those subjects open­ 
ed by the governor. 
Can Borrow $35,000,000 
The $500 death benefit would be 
paid to Michigan residents 
who 
died of service-connected causes 
between the outbreak of the Ko­ 
rean war and the end of the pres­ 
ent emergency, to be determined 
by legislative act. 
The money would come initiul-

Federal Service Time 
Runs Out* In 1952 


WASHINGTON — /ZP) — Tilt* 
plan of the army to release Na­ 
tional Guardsmen when their fed­ 
eral service time runs out next 
year appeared today to leave un­ 
changed the probability that 
at 
least two of the presently federal­ 
ized six guard divisions will bo 
sent overseas iii the 
next 
few 
months. 
The army also disclosed, in a 
news conference yesterday by its 
training chief, Maj. Gen. Maxwell 
D. Taylor, that it will call no more 
guard divisions "unless the world 
situation changes.” 
This latter statement 
startled 
some 
Congress 
members 
and 
brought predictions that the law­ 
makers would make inquiries. 
Under existing law, the army 
has no 
choice 
about 
releasing 
guardsmen when the tenure 
of 
the federal service expires. 
The 
draft act. under which the gov­ 
ernment has called iii the guard 
units, provides the units may be 
kept in federal service 
for 
21 
months. 
Legislation now pending 
in Congress would 
extend 
that 
time to 24 or 27 months, the time 
varying with different bills which 
have been offered. 
Even if only the 21-month ser­ 
vice is retained, it will be early 
1952 before the guardsmen are 
eligible for return to their states. 
Meanwhile, the 
training 
camps 
will have ample time to get re­ 
placements ready to till up the 
vacancies in the divisions.

Has No Future 
CHAR LOT ES VILLE, Va.— BT 
—Alexander Kerensky, presidents 
of the provisional Russian 
gov­ 
ernment in 1917, 
declared 
last 
night that Communism is the en- ; 
cany of the free world, whether j 
it bears the Tito or Stalin label, i 
“Tito is without any 
future,” I 
declared Kerensky, who was exil- j 
cd from Russia almost 
35 years I 
ago by the Bolshevik revolution.1 
“The internal regime of Tito is 
the same as that 
of the 
Soviet; 
Union.” 
Kerensky’s 
sentiments 
were 
echoed by two other exiled 
Eu- j 
i oilcan statesmen—Grigore Gaf- 
cncu, foreign minister of Romania 
until the Nazis seized control ot 
that country before World War II, 
and Stanislaw Mikolajczyk, for- 1 
mer Prime Minister of Boland. 
The three 
men 
voiced 
their 
views during a discussion of for­ 
eign affairs at the University of 
Virginia. 
All three agreed that it is pos­ 
sible to build a just and lasting 
peace. 
But it will come "only after our 
physical strength has been built 
up to match the spiritual forces 
in an aggressive peace offensive,” 
declared Gafencu. 
"It is possible we’ll attain this 
peace without all-out 
shooting,” 
he added. "But even if it comes 
to 
all-out 
shooting, 
you 
will 
emerge much stronger.”

Gavran, dean of the School of 
Public Health, University of North 
Carolina. It is based on the proba­ 
bility that formerly almost every­ 
one at some time suffered a mild 
polio attack, and that a larger and 
larger number of us escape the 
mild form today. 
Attacks Bring Immunity 
So many escape that polio may 
really be rare by comparison. The 
very name, infantile paralysis, Dr. 
McGavran said, comes from the

Vaccines In Prospect 
Why there should be more pa­ 
ralysis and more deaths, Dr. Mc­ 
Gavran says is not certain, but 
this too can be explained readily 
if polio is like most other diseas­ 
es. Each disease is likely 
to 
do 
more harm to some special 
age 
group than to other ages. 
Dean McGavran says it may be 
that paralysis is worse when polio 
hits older ages and that polio may 
be more often fatal in older per­ 
sons than it was in infants. 
He thinks field 
research 
may 
stop polio before laboratories pro­ 
duce vaccines or other medicines. 
Field research is looking for the 
now unknown ways in which po­ 
lio spreads. If the reasons are dis­ 
covered, it may be 
possible 
to 
break the chain of transmission— 
which would be truly preventing 
the disease.

Union Fined For 


Contempt O f Court 
TN assessing a fine of $75,000 against the 
^ Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen for 
contempt of court as a result of the recent 
railroad strike, Federal Judge Edward A. 
Tamm said: 
“If unions are to continue to grow and 
prosper, they m ust accept their responsi­ 
bilities as well as their rights. The court 
secs in this plea of guilty (to the contempt 
citation) a recognition on the part of the 
union of its obligations and responsibil­ 
ities. Such recognition bespeaks continued 
progress in the ranks of unionization.” 
The union’s plea of guilty to the con­ 
tem pt 
charge 
w as 
u n e x p e c t e d 
by 
the court. Judge Tam m reported. 
How­ 
ever, failure of the union to concede guilt 
would only m ean an admission 
by 
the 
union that it lacks disciplinary authority 
over its members. 
And a union without 
disciplinary control is no union at all. 
This is the closing chapter in an inci­ 
dent that was prejudicial to organized la­ 
bor because it jeopardized the welfare of 
millions of Americans and particularly the 
lives of American soldiers in Korea. 
All Americans hope that Judge Tam m ’s 
opinion that the union is now ready to as­ 
sume its general responsibilities, as well as 
its rights, will be fulfilled n the critical 
months ahead. 


Russians Callous 
About Dead, Wounded 
“fp H E relatively low' proportion of front- 
line power in the U. S. military forces 
is attracting more and 
more 
attention,” 
says an article in U. S. News & World Re­ 
port. “Congress is on the w arpath over it. 
Congressmen 
w ant 
to 
know w hy more 
divisions cannot be m ade up of messengers, 
chauffeurs who drive generals, coal shov­ 
elers, men in service units of one kind of 
another. M embers of Congress. . . are be­ 
ginning to ask w hether the armed services 
are wasting man pow er while dem anding 
more of it.” 
The crux of the problem can be express­ 
ed with a simple set of figures. In the Sov­ 
iet army, there are nine men in supporting 
jobs for every IO men in combat divisions. 
In the American army, by contrast, 26 men 
are now used in support units for each IO 
men in combat divisions. Proportionately, 
in other words, the Russians have a lot 
more gun-carricrs than we have. 
Military 
men 
have an answer for this. 
Russia’s supply routes are far shorter than 
ours. 
Secretary Marshall has said, ‘‘Our 
greatest drain is in these long hauls we 
are involved in, and the fact that all our 
policy is built on fighting 
outside 
this 
country. . . The Soviets have nothing like 
that at all.” 
This is a geographical fact 
about which nothing can be done. 
Moreover, there are certain great dif­ 
ferences between the U. S. 
and 
Soviet 
forces which explain, to some extent at 
least, the heavy disparity in the relation­ 
ship of service troops to fighting 
troops. 
For one thing, our forces employ much 
m ore 
complex 
mechanical 
equipment, 
which naturally requires a great many men 
to maintain and repair it. 
Too, 
by com parison with the Russian 
Soldier, the A m erican soldier is much bet­ 
te r cared for, and lives a much more com­ 
fortable life. U. S. authorities have been 
informed, according to U. S. News, that 
casualty and personnel records are 
not 
kept for Russian soldiers below The rank 
of captain. When one is killed or wounded, 
th at is the end of the m atter, and the fam ­ 
ily never learns w hat happened from the 
government. By our standards, the Russian 
medical service is cruel and primitive. A p­ 
parently the seriously sick and wounded 
are simply regarded as a needless drain on 
the arm y and are left to dies The American 
arm y ’s record in this respect 
has 
been 
magnificent. 
The most strenuous efforts 
are given to rescuing those who are in ­ 
capacitated, and 98.5 per cent of all who 
reach hospitals live. 
So it goes, dow n a long list of differ­ 
ences. Even so, says U. S. News, “The u p ­ 
shot of it is likely to be that Congress will 
tell the generals they must squeeze more 
front-line troops from the man power they 
already have and the man power they e x ­ 
pect to get.”

A LITTLE LESSON 
ON GOOD WRITING 
The first requirem ent for good w riting 
is CLARITY. Good writing does not con­ 
sist of a lot of six-cylinder words strung 
together in high-sounding phrases. Good 
writing is having something to say, and 
saying it so simply that one’s readers will 
understand. 
One seldom sees good writing in law ­ 
yers’ pronouncements, in government b u l­ 
letins, in political speeches, in the w o rd ­ 
ing of laws, ordinances, and other legal 
documents, in business letters, in diction­ 
ary definitions. . . 
The newspaper man and the advertising 
man come closer to turning out good w rit­ 
ing than any other group of craftsmen. The 
reporter is trained in factual reporting— 
to tell a story so clearly that it can be u n ­ 
derstood by the great masses 
of 
new s­ 
paper readers He uses simple, colloquial 
words; his sentences are short and to the 
point: his figures of speech are familiar; 
he writes to inform, not to impress, 
his 
renders. 
The advertising man must have not only 
the reporter’s skill, his writing must also 
be 
persuasive—his writings must arouse 
interest, create desire, and move the read­ 
er to action. 
Not 
all 
reporting 
and 
advertising 
is good writing; but the average is very 
high, comparatively speaking, for there is 
very little future in the newspaper 
and 
advertising business for the writer who is 
slipshod, uninteresting, or bombastic.

two per cent to the cost of living. 
Parity is a sliding scale, comput­ 
ed monthly by the agriculture de­ 
partm ent and designed to give the 
farmer a fair price in relation to 
the prices of the things he buys. 
3. Congress is considering high­ 
er excise taxes and 
these 
may 
raise the cost of living another two 
per cent. 
4. “And,” said DiSalle, “I sup­ 
pose there'll be some

W ASHINGTON— A great deal 
of indignation has been vented 
recently over the action of 
the 
Argentine dictator, Juan Peron, 
in suppressing La Prensa, which 
was once one of the great news­ 
papers in this hemisphere. Peron 
used the device of a kept 
trade 
union to silence what had been 
one of the strong and authentic 
voices of freedom in the Western 
W odd. 
The indignation 
expressed in 
the press of this 
country 
is 
a 
natural and healthy reaction. But 
in excoriating the indignities that 
Peron is inflicting on free institu­ 
tions, it would be well to examine 
at the same time certain trends 
here at home. 
The state legislature in Georgia 
has before 
it a 
series 
of 
bills 
which would go a long way to­ 
w ard imposing political 
controls 
on the press of that state. Two ol 
these bills have 
already 
passed 
one house of the legislature, the 
Senate. 
Peeved at Newspapers 
They are being pushed by Gov­ 
ernor Herm an Talmadge, 
whoso 
motive resembles closely that ot 
Peron. Talmadge is angry at the 
Atlanta newspapers, the Journal 
and the 
Constitution. 
Assailing 
his demagoguery, the Journal and 
the 
Constitution 
and 
other 
Georgia newspapers as well have 
fought Talm adge’s plan to 
keep 
the cities and 
larger 
towns in 
permanent subjection to the rural 
counties through the county unit 
system of voting. 
Those bills will not 
pass 
the 
legislature— this 
time. 
L a s t - 
minute opposition caused them to 
he pigeon-holed in the house. If | 
they were to become 1ho law of 
the state, they would unquestion­ 


ably be declared unconstitutional 
in any test in the federal courts. 
But even though this is true, it 
seems to me that w e cannot 
af­ 
ford to be complacent about what 
is an ever m ore pronounced trend 
aw ay from freedom and the free 
competition of ideas. The mpunt- 
ing cost 
of newspaper publican 
lion, which like everything else is 
bedevilled by the spiral of infla­ 
tion, operates increasingly to re­ 
strict competition 
among 
news­ 
papers and therefore also among 
competing viewpoints. 
Fears Exploited 
This coincides with the current 
fear and suspicion growing out of 
the Communist 
conspiracy 
and 
the threat of Soviet imperialism. 
These fears are being deliberate­ 
ly exploited by those who want 
to stifle any dissent at all from 
the narrowest kind of “American­ 
ism” as defined by 
special 
and 
often selfish interests. 
It has always seemed 
to 
me 
that the South has a particularly 
acute 
awareness 
of 
individual 
freedom and encroachments, real 
or threatened, on 
that 
freedom. 
This may be because the 
South 
suffered under an alien rule im­ 
posed by dictatorial means in tho 
tragic afterm ath of tho Civil war. 
Newspapers in the 
South 
have 
frequently 
battled 
demagogues 
who set out to stifle any and all 
opposition. 
Northerners who imposed their 
rule on 
the 
south 
wanted 
to 
change the basic folkways of that 
region by fiat carried out 
with 
bayonets. That attem pt failed, as 
it was bound to fail, and one her­ 
itage has been a heightened sensi­ 
tivity to anything even faintly re­ 
sembling 
an 
effort 
to 
imnose 
northern customs and 
northern 
laws on the south. 
Recently a series of editorials 
in the New Orleans 
States 
dis­ 
cussed the threat of “government 
by treaty.” Tho 
newspaper 
be­ 
lieves that the right of each state 
to determine its pattern of state 
laws on matters within the state 
is jeopardized by treaties rati­ 
fied by tho Senate 
when 
those 
treaties cover board areas of hu­ 
man activity.

CLEVELAND—t/P)— A new w ay 
of giving blood transfusions sends 
blood flowing backward in arter­ 
ies, for a quicker build-up of life­ 
saving blood pressure. 
Blood usually is transfered into 
a vein. The new method pumps 
the blood into an artery in the 
arm, usually into the artery that 
you can feel when you take your 
pulse. 
If 
blood 
pressure is low, tile 
new blood is forced back up the 
artery and flows all the w ay back 
to the aorta, the great artery com­ 
ing from the heart. The new blood 
restores a head of pressure in the 
aorta, giving the heart pressure to 
pump against. The heart then can 
force its own refreshed blood to 
the brain, the heart muscle and 
other vital organs. 
Tissues Kept Alive 
This method, called arterial in ­ 
fusion. was shown to the A m eri­ 
can M edical association in an ex­ 
hibit by Dr. Donald E. Hale of the 
C leveland clinic. The clinic physi­ 
cians credit it with saving m any 
lives. 
It has been used several hund­ 
red times at the clinic and else­ 
where during operations when a 
person's blood pressure suddenly 
dropped dangerously low. It also 
lias been used after accidents caus­ 
ing a great loss of blood. 


Sudden fall in blood pressure is 
a great hazard in operations. V ery 
low blood pressure means not en­ 
ough blood is being pumped 
to 
; body tissues to keep them alive. 
I The brain tissues and heart mus­ 
cle are most quickly affected by 
lack of oxygen from fresh blood. 
| 
If blood is given in a vein, it 
has to travel through 
the 
body 
back to the heart, 
through

I out the aorta before pressure is 
restored, on a faltering heart giv- 
)Cn a boost. 
The artery injection builds up 
pressure almost im mediately, Dr.

bulb
